In the Contents, page one, page numbers of series containing seasonally 
adjusted indicators are marked with asterisks. 


Details of the methods used in seasonally adjusting these and other series 
are given in Seasonally Adjusted /ndicators 1968, issued by this Bureau in May 
1968, which contains original and seasonally adjusted data in tabular and 
graphical form for sixty-six selected series. The seasonally adjusted 
indicators included therein are up-dated in relevant monthly and quarterly 
publications of this Bureau. 


As well as being adjusted for normal seasonal factors, some of the statistical 
series included in the Review have been adjusted for the effects of some 
calendar irregularities, namely: ‘trading-day’ effects (arising from the 
varying numbers of Sundays, Mondays, Tuesdays, etc. in the month) and 
the influence of moveable holidays, i.e. Easter. The adjustments made to 
each series are indicated in Appendix B of Seasonally Adjusted Indicators 1968.

OVERSEAS ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES 


Permanent movement—persons arriving with the stated intention of settling permanently in Australia, and Australian residents departing with 
the stated intention of residing permanently abroad. 

Long-term movement—arrival of visitors and temporary departure of residents with the stated intention of staying (in Australia or in a country 
abroad respectively) for twelve months or more, and the departure of visitors and return of Australian residents who have stayed (in Australia 
or in a country abroad respectively) for twelve months or more. 

Short-term movement—all other overseas arrivals and departures, including those of Australian troops irrespective of period of stay, and 
U.S. troops visiting Australia on rest and recreation leave. The latter are classified for statistical purposes as short-term visitors. 

Crew members, persons passing through Australia on board the same ship or on the same flight (variously called direct transit passengers or 
‘through’ passengers) and passengers on short pleasure cruises commencing and finishing in Australia on ships not then engaged in regular 
voyages, are excluded from these statistics.

WHOLESALE TRADE 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the Sales Tax Acts. With certain specified 
exemptions, goods sold by wholesale in Australia including imports are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trades as vendors 
trading only in exempt goods are not required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects 
of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain but total 
recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient information is available to enable adjustment to be made to the crude figures on this 
account.

Special note. The latest Commonwealth rates shown in the above table applied before the decision of the Commonwealth Conciliation 
and Arbitration Commission in June 1967 to eliminate basic wages and margins from its awards and to introduce total wages to operate from the 
beginning of the first pay-period commencing on or after 1 July 1967. Total wages for adult males and adult females were to be increased by $1 
a week from the same date. 

Subsequent to the above increases in Commonwealth awards, State award wages were also increased as follows. In New South Wales 
award rates of wages and salaries for adult males and adult females were increased by the addition of a fixed loading of $1 per week described 
as ‘July 1967 economic loading’ to take effect from the beginning of the first pay-period to commence on or after 1 July 1967. Subsequently 
legislation fixed the basic wage for adult males at $34.50 per week and for adult females at $26.10 per week to operate from 1 January 1968. 
The increase of $1 in each basic wage absorbed the July 1967 economic loading which was then omitted from awards and agreements. In 
Victoria wage rates for adult males and females in most Wages Board determinations were increased by $1 a week from 1 July 1967. Basic 
wages and margins were deleted from determinations and wage rates expressed as total wages. In Queensland award rates of pay for both adult 
males and adult females were increased by $1 a week to operate from 3 July 1967. In South Australia the living (basic) wages for both adult 
males and adult females were increased by $1 per week to operate from 3 July 1967. In Western Australia the Industrial Commission decided 
that the minimum weekly wage payable to adult male workers under certain awards would be increased from $36.55 to $37.55: that wage rates 
for adult workers not in receipt of the minimum wage would be increased by 60 cents per week; and that these increases operate from the 
beginning of the first pay-period commencing on or after 1 July 1967. In Tasmania the chairman of the Wages Boards announced on 4 July 
that a $1 per week increase in basic wage rates for adult males and adult females would be incorporated in Wages Boards determinations begin- 
ning in July 1967.

FINANCE COMPANIES 


The following series of statistics cover the main types of lending by finance companies in Australia, including instalment credit for retail sales, 
wholesale hire purchase, other consumer and commercial loans (comprising personal loans, mortgage loans and advances), factoring and 
leasing. Information on the scope of these statistics and the definition of items are included in the bulletin Finance Companies, July 1964 to 
September 1967, which in addition contains more detailed statistics. Supplementary classifications are also provided for the instalment credit 
for retail sales transactions of finance companies. Amount financed is classified by type of commodity and collections and other liquidations is 
divided between cash collections and other liquidations.
